(Continued from First Page) 
had been planted or were covered 
with a thrifty and well protected 
natural growth of trees had invari­ 
ably safeguarded the water supplies. 
Lack of water for drinking and in­ 
dustrial purposes was least notice­ 
able in such cases. 
Officials of the York W ater com­ 
pany. which has established approx­ 
imately a thousand acres of planta­ 
tions about its impounding basins. 
said that during the 1922 drought, 
by reason of reforestation, it was 
estimated that the flow of springs 
had increased 50 per cent and un­ 
doubtedly tided over the dry weath­ 
er season, whereas without this de­ 
velopment there might have been 
considerable and undoubtedly re­ 
stricted use of the public 
water 
supply. 
Tree Planter* 
Water companies have become one 
of the most active groups of tree 
planters in Pennsylvania 
Half of 
this planting has been done in the 
last five years. Several million ad­ 
ditional trees have been 
planted 
from private nurseries. The depart­ 
ment of forests and waters first 
distributed trees to water companies 
in 1910. 
Since then 113 companies 
have set out 12,303.000 trees from 
the state nurseries. 
One of the chief advantages in 
planting watersheds is to prevent 
impounding basins from silting up 
by soil erosion, Staley pointed out. 
A cover of trees accomplishes this 
result most effectively. 
In protec­ 
tion forests of this kind the largest 
trees M y gradually be removed as 
they mature, but the plan is to 
keep a continual forest cover. Pro­ 
tection of the watershed and the 
water supply, through preservation 
of the forest cover, is of primary 
importance, and the income derived 
from mature trees, here and there 
in the forests, although it may 
eventually add substantial revenues 
for the company, becomes incidental 
to the chief purpose of forest man­ 
agement.

A bill now before the senate, how ­ 
ever. would permit municipalities to 
enter into competition with private 
films. 
The measure is regarded as 
a club to enforce fair rates and ef­ 
ficient service. 
The fifth measure in the progres­ 
sive program established a state 
power corporation which would en­ 
courage public.operation of utilities 
and provide a comprehensive, state­ 
wide program for the production 
and distribution of light, heat and 
power. The bill is pending.

If but in the purple bloom 
stage or before, tim othy makes a 
fair hay, but not nearly as good as 
clover. W ith only tim othy and corn 
fodder as roughage, nothing but 
plenty of high protein grain will 
m aintain cows in profitable produc­ 
tion. 
High protein feeds are ex­ 
pensive and present and probable 
milk prices will not w arrant any 
needless expense. 
Millet or Sudan 
grass can be 
grown to fill the hay mows and the 
cows’ stomachs, but neither will sup-* 
ply anything like the protein which 
makes clover and alfalfa such good 
milk producers. 
The .best substitute for clover hay 
is a crop of soybeans. They can be 
grown on almost any soil which will 
produce a fair crop of corn. 
They 
should make from I*** to 2Mi tons 
of hay per acre and the hay will 
have an analysis and actual feeding 
value very similar to alfalfa. 
Still Time to Plant 
There is still tim e to put in a 
crop of beans. 
The latter part of 
May seems the best tim e for sowing, 
although if sown up to July I they 
may still make a fair growth. Two 
bushels per acre of some variety 
such as Wilson, or M anchu, should 
be drilled in with a grain drill, set 
for about two bushels of oats. The 
drill should be run just as .shallow 
as possible. 
The seed should be 
carefully Inoculated with culture, or 
better still, soil from a field where 
soybeans grew last year and showed 
root nodules. 
Inoculation is especi­ 
ally necessary on rather thin soil. A 
little superphosphate or mixed fer­ 
tilizer should be applied, but over 
200 pounds per acre put on with the 
drill is ap t to injure the beans or the 
inoculating bacteria. 
If the soil is 
very sour some lime will improve the 
growth of the beans. 
If a heavy rain follows seeding the 
beans, it is well to break the surface 
crust with a weeder or harrow. 
Otherwise the beans may not be able 
to break through. 
The first heavy 
frost will kill the beans. Curing the 
hay is much simpler in August than 
in September. 
Consequently, fairly 
early cutting is advisable 
Maxi­ 
mum growth is usually attained by 
the tim e the beans sta rt to form in 
the pod. The lower leaves begin to 
drop soon after and nothing is gain­ 
ed by letting the beans approach 
m aturity. 
Save Leaves 
To save the leaves and still get 
the beans dry enough to keep v.e!l, 


I most of the curing m ust be done in 
windrows. 
After wilting about a 
day in the swath, put into windrow* 
with a side delivery rake and leave 
until dry, turning th e windrow by

the bottom. It takes nearly a week 
of good weather to get beans dry 
enough so as not to mold or turn 
black in the mow. 
For further inform ation on inocu­ 
lation. et cetera, 
apply 
to your 
county agricultural agent. 
If seed 
is high in price and money scarce 
a half bushel of beans per acre 
drilled in rows as close as they can 
be cultivated will often produce a 
good crop of hay. 
P art of the holes In the grain drill 
may be stopped up or the com 
planter used either set up close or 
spread wide and lapped so th a t one 
straddles the last row instead of the 
track of the m arker 
One or two 
cultivations Is all th a t are usually 
sq u ire d until the beans covef the 
ground. 
Soybeans are excellent for green 
feed during August when pastures 
are alm ost invariably inadequate. 
For soiling and sometimes for hay, 
a bushel of beans and IO to 15 
pounds of Sudan grass are often 
sown together. 
T his reduces the 
cost of seeding and increases the 
tonnage 
but reduces th e protein 
content and quality of the hay.
